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No Time for Experiment 

When Ex-Governor Alfred M. Landon, for- 
mer Republican presidential nominee, tried to 
extract from President Roosevelt a pledge that 
he would not be‘a third-term candidate this 
year, he was guilty of setting a political price 
on patriotic service. He made that pledge the 
condition upon which he would consider serv- 
in this time of crisis as a 
coalition member of the Roosevelt cabinet. 
However, there is no evidence, other than 
rumor, that he has been, or would be, offered 
such a post. 

For seven years President Roosevelt has 

foreseen the critical world situation, and has 
realized the lack of preparedness to face it 
by the United States. During that time he has 
done everything possible, within his power, 
to awaken the nation to the need of a greatly 
expanded defense. For all those seven years 
he has been blocked by a congress which re- 
fused to see the plain evidence and which has 
chiefly restricted its moods of economy to army 
and navy appropriations. In that congressional 
blockade, the Republicans have, almost unani- 
mously, taken part. 
: It has taken the horrible events of the past 
two weeks in Europe to at last awaken con- 
gress from its lethargic blindness. Spurred 
by the presidential message of defense it has, 
at last, realized the situation. It is pushing 
through appropriations and authorizations for 
the requested defense program with remark- 
able speed. 

Facing conditions As they are, at this mo- 
ment, the debates pro and con on the theoreti- 
cal features of the third-term issue sink into 
microscopic insignificance, except in minds 
so centered on partisan politics they can grasp 
nothing else. 

The Landon statement, with its political 
price-fixing for co-operation in a national 
emergency, should be conclusive evidence, if 
any were needed, that the country cannot turn 
over the reins of government to Republican 
hands at such a time as this. 

It makes emphatic the necessity of keeping 
in office President Roosevelt and Secretary of 
State Cordell Hull. Both of them have steered 
the affairs of the United States through the 
most troubled international crisis the world 
has ever known, in brilliant manner. Both are 
in closest touch with the world situation and 
both hold the respect and admiration of other 
nations to a degree not approached by any 
other American leaders. 

There is no man in all the list of potential 
Republican candidates who is not dwarfed, 
in so far as international problems are con- 
cerned, beside Roosevelt and Hull. There is 
no one who measures up to them in their grasp 
of the dire needs of the United States, for self- 
defense, at this time. 

In contrast to such as these, the best the 
Republicans seem able to offer is Tom Dewey, 
a youthful prosecuting attorney, whose sole 
claim to prominence is a dramatic cereer as a 
“gang buster” in one city, New York. In his 
primary campaign speeches Dewey has shown 
a pitiful inability to grasp the significance and 
portents of the desperate state of affairs in 
Europe and a still more woeful lack of appre- 
ciation of what those affairs mean to the 
United States. 

It is becommg plainer, hour by hour, that 
for the very safety of America, Roosevelt must 
continue to serve as President, even if it be- 
comes necessary to draft him for the office. 

Certainly, in consideration of the lack of 
experience of Dewey, the leading Republican 
candiate, and in view of the rigid partisan- 
ship displayed by the Landon statement, it 
would be a little short of disastrous to trust the 
fate of the nation, at such a time as this, to

Great Britain and France are fighting for 
their national lives, with their backs to the 
wall. And the tragic horror is that they are 
fighting, not so mucn against men as against 
machines. Man for man, given equal chance, 
there is no doubt that the Allies are better 
fighters than the Germans. But the men of 
mud and blood have created monsters of steel 
against which flesh and blood, no matter how 
heroic, is as helpless as an insect under the 
heel. 

It is useless to bewail the lost years, the 
years during which Germany was permitted, 
by a deluded world, to create the war ma- 
chine she now operates with ruthless in- 
humanity. 

At last, awake to the doom which seems 
imminent, Britain adapts to her own use the 
methods of the enemy. Parliament, in less 
than three hours, votes full dictator powers 
to Winston Churchill and his government. 
Everything that Britain has, public and pri- 
vate property, labor, men and possessions, is 
given to the prosecution of the war. 

The sole difference. today, between the dic- 
tatorship of Hitler in Germany and the dicta- 
torship of Churchill in England, is that the 
latter is only given, by the people, for as long 
as the emergency may continue. Parliament, 
the voice of the people, gave and parliament, 
when the proper time comes, can take away. 

There isn’t a business, not a factory, not a 
penny’s worth of possession of any kind in 
England which the government may not requi- 
sition, or even destroy, if it thinks such action 
can aid Britain in-the fight. There is not a 
man or woman whom the government cannot 
order to do whatever it wishes, to serve in 
any capacity, to work or to die, for the one 
great cause. 

The question on which hinges the fate of 
democratic civilization in Europe is, will there 
be time? For, given time to organize her- 
self, to build the machines of war she must 
have to meet the foe anywhere near equal 
footing, there is no doubt that Britain and her 
ally, France, will win the war. Can the men 
of France and of Britain hold off the final 
defeat until such time as the full weight of 
French determination and British doggedness 
may enter the fray? 

The scales of fate today are, unquestionably, 
dipping to the side of Germany. The fight 
being put up by the Allies is a fight of des- 
peration. 

The entire situation boils down to the ques- 
tion whether Germany can win the final tri- 
umph before Britain and France can bring 
their full weight of men and industry, arma- 
ment and of national sacrifice, to bear. If she 
can’t, the Allies will win. 


America Aids China 


In the very vortex of war’s whirlpool in 
China, America’s contribution to the com- 
plex task of changing a medieval society into 
a modern structure is being carried out by men 
who are looking to the long years ahead, when 
the flaming hates of conflict. shall have been 
wiped out. 

In 1934 the leaders in the political and in- 
tellectual life of China enlisted the support of 
the Rockefeller Foundation in an ambitious 
program for rural reconstruction throughout 
that nation. Today, despite the fact the entire 
economy of the nation has been torn apart and 
transplanted piecemeal to the far provinces, 
this work goes on. The foundation has found 
“it is one thing... to destroy life and property; 
it is another and far more difficult thing to 
destroy an idea.” 

Of the nine projects to which the foundation 
has contributed, only one remains within the 
present Japanese lines, officials of the organ- 
ization reported in the annual resume of activi- 
ties. Eight have been moved to the primitive 
southwest provinces where, foundation officers 
have found, they are well established in new 
locations and working along realistic lines, 
based not on war economy but on plans for 
long-time development. 

America is making a small contribution to 
the valiant struggle of the Chinese people. But 
it is heartening to know it is one which will 
have a profound effect in the years to come 
when, perhaps, reason will have been returned 
to the hearts of men.

The isolationists have had the ground swept 
out from under their feet by the events of the 
last few days.

THE CAPITAL PARADE 


By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER., 
IF THE WORST HAPPENS WASHINGTON, May 23.—If Ger- 


many wins a decisive victory, the 
strategic position of the United States will approximately resemble 
that of Great Britain before the development of air power. As yet 
air power cannot be used for an effective attack on this hemisphere, 
and unless European nations can establish bases in the Americas, 
our defense problem will be primarily a problem of sea distances 
and naval power. The vital factor in it will be the fate of the 
British fleet, which may either (1) escape to the Americas, or (2) 
be destroyed or scuttled, or (3) fall into German hands. 

The lesson of these tragic days is that the worst that may happen 
should be considered first. It is now time, as the men of mud and 
blood march onward in Europe, to examine perfectly cold-bloodedly 
what the third of the above alternatives may mean to us. For this 
purpose the best available authorities have been consulted, and their 
opinion is here transcribed. 


TIME WILL BE SHORT The thought of the British fleet in 


German hands is the worst night- 
mare of every man in the American State Department and defense 
services. They hope that it is only a nightmare. But, if the worst 
happens, they admit the possibility that the British naval com- 
manders may be induced to surrender their ships as the ransom 
of the people of the British Isles: from the terrible air war. Some 
think the possibility great. Some think it small—one man ordi- 
narily calm, said, ’From what I know of the British navy, they’d 
rather see their people dead than enslaved.” Yet all agree that the 
possibility exists, 

If the possibility becomes a reality, what may happen? In the 
first place, American naval experts believe that it will take the 
Germans at least 18 months to man the British ships and train the 
new crews to operate thenx. Thus, this country will have a year 
and a half in which to prepare for the worst. 

The time is very short. Its shortness makes all the clearer the 
desperate importance of immediate rearmament on a scale far 
greater and more complete than was provided by the President’s 
defense requests to congress. With adequate rearmament, we can 
at least defend our own and the Canadian borders, although we 
shall hardly be able to prevent Germany and her allies from seizing 
vastly important strategic bases and occupying areas which we have 
always regarded as within our special sphere of influence. 


THE GRIM BLUEPRINT Still supposing the British fleet falls 


into German hands, the fifst step our 
navy will have to take will be to abandon important outlying posi- 
tions. If Germany, Italy and Japan agree to act in concert, this 
will be necessary immediately. Even before the British fleet can 
be manned by German crews, there will be no way to prevent the 
Japanese from taking what they want in the East Indies and the 
Malay peninsula, from wreaking their will on Australia and New 
Zealand, and from cutting off our supplies of rubber and tin. In 
the Atlantic, meanwhile, such distant bases as the Azores and the 
Cape Verde and Falkland Islands may be taken, if they choose, by 
the Germans and Italians. And there will be little to: hinder the 
Germans and Italians, using their existing fleets and the fifth 
columns they already have in those countries, from infringing the 
independence of Brazil, Uruguay and the Argentine. 

Then, when the British fleet is finally manned with German 
crews, the real danger will begin. In the intermediate period, it 
will be possible to defend Hawaii, a strong base which only needs 
an open line of supplies from the mainland. But with a strong hostile 
navy in the Atlantic, a choice will be presented as to the disposition 
of our own naval power. The Japanese, exhausted by the war in 
China and forced to operate over an immense breadth of ocean, can 
hardly make an effective onslaught against the Pacific coast. There- 
fore, the great majority of the navy will be brought into the At- 
lantic, leaving Hawaii and Alaska at the mercy of the Japanese. The 
whole Atlantic coast will have to be defended, since so much of 
our war industry is concentrated near it in New England. But, if 
the attack comes, the main point of defense will be the Caribbean. 

The defense will be less difficult than the layman might imagine, 
since we will have land bases for planes and the attackers will have 
none. It is thought that the Caribbean itself can be defended. Al- 
though it is acknowledged that with our whole fleet in the Atlantic 
there will be grave danger of a Japanese raid. It is also thought 
that the Panama canal cannot be destroyed. But all of South Amer- 
ica may certainly be lost, and will then become a point of departure 
for later operations. 

All this may seem far-fetched, yet such is the picture conjured 
up, by a possibility now actually looming ahead, in the minds of wise 
men whose business it is to understand these matters. It is not a 
pretty picture, and it demands a great national effort of pre-

‘« .. TO BE SAVED” A philosopher would look at the fum- 
bling democracies of Europe and at our 
own concern, and say: 

“Too much rationalization has brought softness in national fiber. 
Democracy has lost its real meaning because of the democrats just 
as Christianity has lost vitality because of the Christians.” 

In the days when there stirred in the hearts of men the desire 
for fraternity, liberty and freedom for the individual mind and con- 
science, they went forth to die for it, if need be. There were de- 
serters and cowards, but those who believed froze at Valley Forge 
or died storming the Bastille. They endured prison, hardship and 
torture that an idea and a philosophy might prevail. 

The Christians had their martyrs. They fed the lions of the 
emperors and were impaled on the swords of the gladiators. They 
endured persecution and torture. They had within them something 
which kept their eyes lifted upward; which gave them a strength 
beyond that of mortal men. So, they died at the stake and in prison 
cells because their dream was vital. 

The philosopher might look at the scene today and ask himself 
whether we have not winnowed the strength from the philosophy 
of democracy? If we have not let our institutions be turned over to 
incompetent persons who have disillusioned the people about the 
ballot and the sacredness of public trust? We know we have seen 
venal conditions become so widespread, not in 10 years or 20 years, 
but across a century, and have done nothing except become cynical 
and accept it as a part of the bargain. 

And there are Christian leaders who are worried about the fiber 
of Christianity; who are concerned as to whether Christianity has 
not become rationalized into something soft and pleasant, rather 
than a flaming challenge. 

There are those who wonder if all of us are not living on’ the 
backlog of sacrifice and stamina imparted to us frorm our progeni- 
tors to whom the philosophy of democracy and Christianity were 
real and impelling things to live by and for. 


LOOKING ACROSS THE SEAS The philosopher might look 


across the seas to where all 
democracy has disappeared because it was too weak to fight. To 
where France, months ago, gave to her Premier the powers of a 
dictator, and to where on Wednesday England gave to one man 
all the powers the Fuehrer of Germany possesses. And then, he 
might say, “Is not this horde of Germans a scourge of God? 
“They have their own mystic dream which keeps their eyes lit 
with the fires of belief and passion to achieve a victory. 
“Has the world gone so soft in its government and its belief in 
God that this is a flame, called to burn away the dross of the world?” 


In the old days, the philosopher might say, the great mystics 
and the great truths came out of suffering and persecution. Is it 
not possible that the world 1s to be given a new cross of cruelty 
and of persecution that it may revitalize itself in its faith and in 


its government? 

THE OLD DREAM The philosopher, if he continued, might 
think back to what may be learned from 

the old books—or to what he had learned of the old mysteries. 

He would see much of what he sees today. He would see the 
weaknesses of the Dantons, the Robespierres, the Voltaires. He 
would see the schemingg and the strength of Alexander Hamilton 
and those who sought to make this country another kingdom of 
special interests. He would see away back to the old temples and 
to the caves of the Christians. 

He would smell garlic, onions, cheap wine, earth, silks, rags. 

But he would feel always the strengths of the contending peoples 
and beliefs. He would feel the pulsing vitality of Danton, Robe- 
spierre, Hamilton, Jefferson, and of Jesus of Nazareth, of Paul. 
David, and all those who led, no matter what side they were on. 

At least they believed, and did not rationalize away their strength 
or give it into hands which would hold it loosely or use it venally. 

And then he needs must look again across the sea to where 
democracy has proved unable to retain its form and meet the totali- 
tarian challenge. 

He will look at the amazing fact that a nation which places a 
pagan belief on an equal footing with God is swarming over the 
fields of Europe, slaughtering and burning with ruthless abandon 
as it goes. 

He will

buckle on his armor, take up his sword, and wonder 
of America there is left enough strength and 
save for mankind the essence of freedom. 

Or, if indeed, this is another Atilla, the Hun, another scourge 
of God, to bring trial and tribulation, to bring sackcloth and ashes, 
to burn away the dross of weakness and rationalization and make 
men rise through belief in an ideal.

Last year an elderly widow lost her only son, the apple of her 
eye. Death came quickly, without wan Other members of the 
family feared a double tragedy, for the mother had suffered several 
mild strokes of paralysis and her blood pressure was dangerously 
high. Believing the shock would be disastrous, they asked the 
family doctor to break the news as gently as he could. 

They need not have worried. The shock was dreadful, and the 
widow’s heart was heavy with grief, but she believed implicitly 
that God’s will had been done, and she resigned herself to it without 
complaint omrebellion. Her boy was gone, but he still lived in a 
better land where she would see him soon if God willed. 

A few weeks ago an old farmer was brought to the city hospital 
to have a malignant growth removed. The doctors told him he 
would die in a few months if he wasn’t operated, while complete 
removal of the cancer, if he could survive the operation, would not 
only save his life but in all probability enable him to live out his 
normal span of years. 

He seemed to have small hope of surviving, but he wasn't 
worried. “I am trusting in the Lord,” he said. ‘He will guide you 
doctors in doing what is best, and the result will be as He wills it. 
He has always cared for me, and I am content to trust in Him 
now.” He is again strong and well. 

These two fortunate ones were born early enough to form deep 
and lasting convictions before their minds could be troubled by the 
modern plague of agnosticism. 

Agnostics and atheists have exerted great influence in the 
last 20 years—tearing down where better men built—and they have 
done immeasurable harm. 

A famous philosopher of another day said if there had been no 
God it would have been necessary for man to create one, 

For ordinary people, who dare to think, cannot bear the mystery 
of a meaningless existence. They-must have something to believe 
in. 

People fear darkness because it hides things. The unknown 
Ways seems more dreadful than reality. The basis of fear is 
norance. We cannot be satisfied Until we find an answer to 
mysteries—something solid to stand upon and cling to. 

The frightful increase in nervous and mental disorders is ap- 
parently due in large measure to want of religious faith, for lead- 
ing psychiatrists have learned that faith is the best cure. 

To destroy that faith without reason is a wanton cruelty like 
snatching food from the hands of the starving.

Reports from the front indicated 
that the main French army on the 
Somme has driven a pocket into 
the German southern flank be- 
tween Amiens and Saint Quentin 
at almost the exact spot that the 
American army broke through in 
the summer of 1918 and forced the 
precipitate German retreat from 
Arras front. 

Allied planes were said to have 
run -rampant over the fightin 
lines on the Cambrai-Valenciennes 
battlefront today, bombing a 
machine-gunning German linés, 
communications and_ secondary 
roads. 

British artillery brought out of 
Belgium blasted away from Arras 
to Cambrai and Valenciennes along 
the Scarpe and Escaut river banks 
in a furious duel with German 
| batteries. 

Every road of the area was 
swept by shrapnel, which ‘has fallen 
‘constantly for 24 hours, and every 
clump of woods and every village 
where the Germans might t-ke 
shelter being blasted by the 
Allied guns. 

The battle, already called “The 
Battle of Flanders,” is probably 
the prelude of a major Allied 
counter-offensive that will find 
2,000,000 men locked in battle. 

French military spokesmen
